A Close Look Into the Way They A»o 


Formed and Coed. 


A. Mellville Bell of Washington, in 


his note ou "Syllabic Consonants," road 
nt the second session of the American 
Oriental society in this city, said: 


"What is is a vo-wel? What is a con- 


sonant? What is a syllable? 


"A vowel is defined as a nonfriction 


al omission of tho voice or of unvooal 
teed breath through an oral channel 
\vith momentarily fixed configuration 
Vowels therefore ran smoothly into on 
[mother by merely altering the shape o 
the oral passago without interrupting it 


"A consonant is defined as an inter 


ception of the breath or voioo by ora 
stoppage, or by emission through side 
channels or through narrow chinks 
Tho change from one consonant to an 
other thus involves a motion of tho ar 


Jating organs, procruoing, with inon 


or less audibility, a puff, a flap or a sib 
ilintion. 


"The Uvo classas of elements meetiu 


OQ, y, oo, w. 
A syllable ' is any vobaT 


element uttered with a single impulse 
of voice. 
All tho vocal elements in n 


syllable must be clustered together vcith 
out udmixtnro with uonvooals, but any 
number of uonvocals may precede or 
follow the vooal cluster without affect 
ing tho syllabic unity. 


'The consonants 1, m, n, when they 


are final after consonants, frequently 
form syllables without vowels, as in 
bottle. 


'The test of good pronunciation is 


So givo each syllable its own distiacl 
sonnO, so that in the most rnpid utter- 
once the ear can trace tho boundaries 
of every syllable. 
But the syllable 


sounds most be true to customary pro- 
nunciation. 


"The name consonant, if held to im- 


ply an element that cannot b e pro> 
nounced without n sonant or vowel, 
wonld bo a misnomer, and its use 
should in that oaso bo discontinued in 
scicatifitr menology. 
Vowels are tho 


soft and plastic substance of speech, 


'ousonauts are the articulations or 
mints on which vowels and syllables 
:urn. Their proper name is, therefore, 
'articulations,' not consonants. 


"Phonetic elements make syllables. 


Syllables make words. Words are to bo 
considered as the syllables of clauses. 
Clauses must bo carefully individualiz- 
id.for thny are the syllables of sentences, 
iivido your sentences into their logical 
inits or clauses, and indicate within 
ho clauses all their phonetic units or 
yllubles, and you will fulfill the grand 
nudamental precepts of delivery."—

He could see no economy iu 
polandizins this county, which now 
has all the burden it can bear, but ho 
doas goe that the consolidation of cer- 
tain counties will be beneficial to every 
taxpayer in those counties. With this 
object in view he has introduced a bill 
to provide for the consolidation of 
Storey, Ormsby, Douglas and Lyon 
counties. The bill proposes to name 
the new county Carson and to have 
too county seat at Carson City. The 
Appeal says tho consolidation will re. 
unit in a saving of $10,000 a year in tho 
expenses of running the four counties, 
und the county seat would be centrally 
located. 


This bill is based upon common sense 


principles, yet as the Legislature was 
elected to represent the people, the 
consolidation should not be effected 
unless tho people of the several coun- 
ties concerned are in favor of it. It in 
not the business of representatives 
from counties not directly interested, 
to divide or consolidate other counties. 
If the taxpayers of the counties direct 
ly interested prefer to maintain sep- 
arate governments outsiders should 
not deprive them of the privilege. 
They were not elected to partition or 
consolidate counties without the con- 
gent of at least a majority of the tax- 
payers of those counties and it would 
be an unwarranted exercise of author- 
ity on their part to do so.

FAMOUS ENGLISH SWORDS. 


Fonw Noticeable Weapons That Are Ex- 


hibited In the Tower or London. 


Whoever visit:-; the London Tower 


may enjoy a veritable feast of swords, 
but ajcicl th« uum burl ess array of weap- 
ons there are QUB or two thst me espe- 
cially v/ortby o( notice. There J9 the 
aword of state, which is girt oa the 
monarch's side after his aiiointiug at 
the imposing ceremony of coronation, 
which girding is more honored iu the 
breach, onu wonld snppoao, whon the 
ocaarch is n lady. The sword is first 
consecrated by the primate, and by him 
haudcd to the lord chamberlain, who 
completes the function. It is a two hand 
od weapon, with rich decorations on hilt 
and pommel and scabbard. Of scarcely 
loss importance la the "sword of meroy,'' 
boi'BO before the sovereign iu the coro- 
nation procession. This sword is named 
Ourtana, bnt though nndonbtedly very 
aiiaent it can hardly claim to bo the 
original Curtano forged by the famous 
Vitmifican. 
This original Curtana waa the ruogio 


weapon of Ogier tho Dane, bold knight 
of Charlemagne's most warlike days. 
Onr own Cartaua is in any case many 
centuries old. It is square pointed, with 
;li6 look ns thongb tho point had been 
broken short; hence possibly its namo. 
A fine gold wire covers its handle, and 
the scabbard is remarkably ornate. Two 
other swords aro carried at tho corona- 
tion ceroiuouy—swords symbolical of 
spiritual and temporal justice, the first 
wiJh au obtusa poi7jt, tho lattar sharp. 
Curtnua mid these two jnstico sworda 
.re ;jot often called upon to make a pub- 
lic appearance. It is happily more than 
a half century since they wore last re- 
quired at n coronation, but whenever 
iko sovereign opeus parliament in per- 
N^UI tbosword of Etnto first mentioned ia 
called from its repose. 


Tiio lord mayor's sword is even more 


familiar to tho general public, aiid not 
only London, but most other corpora- 
tions), h:u-B their sword and sword bear- 
t:i'. It ifl a picturesque survival of the 
iniiUUti «»es, which one would regret to 
suo uuolislied—part of tho ritual of state 
ou.itonis, which ritual is by no means 
rjciuiiiiglfiM. Public action must often 
tic ul a licjnvativo character. Such is the 
m'is'ld by which the oity of London some- 
t;iii!:j does lionor to those who havo ren- 
dered tho nation good sei-vico, presenting 
to riietn swords of honor. These civio 
sivordd iiavij boon giveu to nion like 
L,oi-<l Kapior, Lord Clyde, Lord Wolsu- 
toy. V/elliustou received one in his day, 
und so did tho Prussian Bluoher,—Lon- 
don Standard.

tho golfing link!) with hie train. It IB 
said that Mary, qneenof Soots, was seen 
playing golf in the field bosido Soaton 
a few dnya after tho murder of her hus- 
band. In 1887 a magnificent gold inedal 
was presented to St. Andrew's by Wil- 
liam IV, to bo played for annually. Ono 
of tho earlier kings forbade the impor- 
tation of golf balls from Holland be- 
cause it took away "na small qnantitio 
of field nnd silver ont of the kingdome 
of Scotland," and at ono time "golfe 
arid fntebnll and other nnprofitnblo 
games" were forbidden in England be- 
cause arohovy, so necessary in the de- 
fouso of tho nation, was being uegleot- 
ed in their favor.—Exchange. 


The Hawaiian Islnmlu. 


The Kawttiiau Islands have been found 


to bo richer iu animal life than waa for- 
merly snpposod. As the result of a year's 
investigation by the British association, 
through Its committee, it has boon found 
that of birds there are 78 species, of 
which i57 are peculiar to this group. All 
the land and fresh water shells are pe- 
culiar, and of 1,000 species of iusocts 
700 are not found elsewhere. It thus 
seems that these islands have by no 
means boeii populated from the conti- 
nent, but have been centers of independ- 
ent creation.
